W ashington, March 23 —Eugene V 
Debs is returning today to hfs cell in 
the federal prison at A tlanta after 
his brief taste of freedom— the first 
he has enjoyed since his conviction 
under the espionage act three years 
ago. 
While A ttorney G eneral Daugherty 
was cautious today about giving any 
indication as to the results *>f the 
noted prisoner’s unprecedented trip 
o W ashington, alone and unguarded, 
t can be said authoritatively that 
Debs has inuneasureably 
Increased 
his chances for executive clemency 
by his two-hour talk w i’h Attorney 
General Daugherty. 
It is understood th at Dobs mad.' no 
ippeal for clem ency. 
The prisoner 
jame to W ashington at the attorney 
general’s invitation, replied to ques 
tions, made a quiet and forceful pres 
entation of his views and then made 
his way as quietly as he came, back 
to the train th at returned him to the 
prison th a t has been his home 
for 
three years. 
, 
Will 6 pc«d Inveetigation 
O ne resu lt of his visit, however, 
was apparent today. 
Attorney Gen 
eral D augherty will spee^ up the 1« 
bor of going over the records In the 
case. 
T he hi« of papers In the Debs 
case is so 
bulky 
th at it 
ordinarily 
would require several weeks to plow 
through them . 
Today it is believed 
that the attorney general 
will 
be 
able to com m unicate bis recom m ends 
tions to the W hite House within a 
lew days. 
T here is good cause to 
believe th at these recom m endation* 
will not be unfavorable. 
Some of thj? 
most optim istic of Debs’ friends are 
frankly hopeful of a full presidential 
pardon, which will restore the noted 
Svgdalist to freedom im mediately. 
By others however, it is felt that 
Daugherty’s recom m endation 
is tar 
more likely to he for a comm utation 
of sentence in the very near tuture 
!>ebs still has seven years to serve 
under his original ten year sentence 
The physical appearance 
of

prisoner made a marked impressiorr 
on the attorney general and those 
few others who saw him during his 
brief stay here. 
N aturally thin and 
cadaverous, the throe years whioh

The most m arked thing about h' 
appearance, however, was the Indica 
tion of extrem e nervousness.

that Debs cannot live to serve out his 
ten alloted years W hether or not this 
is true. Deb’s physical condition will 
figure largely in the final consider« 
tion of his case.
